REVOLT IN INDIA. 


Another Native Uprising Caused by 
British Oppression. 


THE RULER OF MONTENEGRO IN BAD 
ODOR IN RUSSIA. 


His Daughter Not to Wed the Czarewitch— 
Historical Church Building Dedicated 
in Paris—Imposing Ceremonies—The 
Week’s Theatrical Events in London— 
Gleanings From Europe’s Capitals. 


Loxpox, June 6.—From India comes the 
pews of another uprising, this time in the 
state of Keonjuhra, where the rebels have 
swept everything before them, robbed the 
treasury’ ofthe Maharajah, and prepared to 
detend themselves against British interfer- 
ence. The Seventeenth Bengal Infantry has 
started to put down the insurrection which is 
strictly local in its character, and is believed 
not to be formidable. The cause of the out- 
break appears to have been the conduct of 
the Maharajah, who has of late been op- 
pressing his subjects with excessive taxa- 
tion, partly in order to pay the tribute to the 
English and partly for hisown enrichment, 
He has also added to the discontent by re- 
ceivinga Persian slave into his harem as a 
wife, thereby. giving great offense to the 
orthodox Hindoos. 

The Senaputtiof Manipur, who is consid- 
ered responsible for the killing of Commis- 
sioner Quinton and his party, has been put 
on trial before a court-martial composed of 
jeading British officers. His fate is settied in 
advance, the trial being merely a formality. 
He will probably be hanged, a punishment, 
which, owingto his princely rank, cannot 
fail to make a sensation in India. 


ON MONTMARTRE’S SUMMIT. 


DEDICATION OF THE HISTORIC 
CHURCH BUILDING. 


Paris, June 6.—The Archbishop of Paris, 
assisted by the Cardinal Archbishop of Lyons 
and the bishops of Versailles, Orleans and 
Chartres, have opened the magnificent 
Basilca of Sacre Coeur on the summit of 
Montmartre. The work, which was initiated 
as a votive offering after the Franco-Prussian 
war, is still unfinished. It has occupied 
seventeen years in the buliding. 

The structure is one of the most beautiful 
churches in Europe, the narrow and dirty 
streets around it will give place to spacious 
gardens and boulevards, and henceforth it 
will be a place of pilgrimage like Lourdes. A 
host of English, American and Irish bishops 
and many Senators, Deputies and other 
notable persons signed the pilgrim’s bock. 

The dedication ceremony was extremely 
imposing. The music wascontributed by 
opera artists, who sang to the accompani- 
ment of the organ, harps and violins. A 
splendid dejeuner was served n a marquee. 
The Pope telegraphed his blessing. The hill 
was en fete and many temporary restaurants 
were opened. The Pope in an apostolic letter 
© Cardinal Richard promises his biessing 
ind a full indulgence for seven years’{sins to 
«ery pilgrim visiting Montmartre between 
ane s and July 3, when the church will be 
ensecrated, the object being to obtain funds 
for the completion of the work.

MONTESEGRO’S RELER AS USCLEAK AS THE 
FAMOUS SHAH OF PERSIA. 

Lospoy, June 6.—A St. Petersburg dispatch 
denies that the Ozarewitch is to be married 
tothe daughter of the Prince of Montenegro. 
Eis asserted that the Prince is not in good 
odor at the Russian Court, in a literal as well 
asa figurative sense, having on the occasion 
ofa recent visit borrowed a good deal of 
money, which he failed to return, and shown 
himself careless in his personal habits tna 
degree only equalled by the unspeakable 
Shah. The Czar just at present is not 
anxious to bring the whole Montenegrin 
Court upon himself, as its members are as 
hungry as they are personally offensive, and 
have not entirely overcome the proclivities 
en gendered by the generations of sheep- 
Stealing. 

CHAINED LIKE CRIMINALS. 
TREATMENT OF JEWS DEPORTED FROM RUSSIAN 
CITIES. 

Loxpox, June 6.—A correspondent at Mos- 
cow gives details of an incident where two 
Jews were chained and herded with a convoy 
of criminals because they were unable to pay 
their traveling expenses, having given their 
money to their families. The correspondent 
says that while he was only an eye-witness of 
this one case, he has no doubt that there have 
been many similar cases. The first batch— 
six families of Jews expelled from Kieff—have 
arrived at Buda-Pesth by railway. They were 
conveyed virtually free. They represent their 
treatment as having been something terribie. 
Mr. Gladstone’s letter on the Jewish ques- 
tion is obliterated from all papers entering 
Russia, but copies in envelopes have passed 

the Russian frontier.

The belief obtains that France is hope- 
ful that Portuguese opinion is ready for the 
proclamation of the Republic, an event which 
would probably be followed by the establish- 
ment of a Spanish Republic also.

\FIENDISH TRAMPS, 


Horrible Torture Inflicted by Three Men 
Upon a Farmer’s Boy. 


THE SHERIFF AND POSSE OF CITIZENS IN 
PURSUIT OF THE BRUTES. 


A Lynching Will Follow Their Capture— 
Attempted Assassination—Mobbed by 
Liquor Dealers—Killed His Two Broth- 
ers — Murdered’ Babes — Counterfeiter 
Caught—Isaac | wtelle’s Confession. 


WATERLOO, Io., June/6.—A horrible story of 
a brutal outrage commit y tramps last 
evening upon the person of James Brannan, 
a farmer’s son aged years, comes from 
Washburn, a small village near here. Three 
tramps called at the h in the absence of 
the family and, becoming angry at the boy’s 
refusal to give them food, overpowered him 
and subjected him to horrible torture. Leaving 
him unconscious they made their escupe. 
Two hours later the lad gajned consciousness, 
and driving to the neighboring village, told 
his story. The Sheriff and a posse started in 
pursuit of the brutes. \ 

The story told by the lad is one of most 
revolting details, and stamps the perpetra- 
tors of the crime as flends belonging to a bar- 
barous age. The men Who are gullty of the 
shocking brutality were seen in the neighbor- 
hood by farmers a short time before they 
visited the house of Mr. Brannon, and 
a fair description of them has been 
obtained. They were a villainous looking ict, 
shabbily clad, and had been driven from 
every place where they had sought shelter 
and food. 

Fully fifty citizens have joined in the chase 
to-day, and the woods and by-ways for miles 
about are being searched for the criminals. 
No court will be called upon to try their cases 
if they are caught. Judge Lynch will pass 
sentence without the formality of a trial and 
conviction by a jury. 


GAINED HIS FREEDOM. 


A BOLD AND SUCCESSFUL ESCAPE MADE BY A 
BNEW YORK CONVICT. 

New York, June 6.—James Shanahan, a 
convict on his way to Sing Sing to serve a 
sixteen years’ sentence, escaped from the 
deputy Sheriff in the Grand Central Depot 
this morning and has not yet been captured. 
Shanahan, in charge of Deputy Sheriff Burke, 
had just steppedonthe platform of the car 
when Shanahan’s hand shot up and the 
handcuffs fiew off.. Then Shanahan made a 
jump straight across the platform down on 
the opposite track and made for 
the ent of the ralliroad yards. 
As soOn as he jumped Deputy 
Sheriff Burke fired a shot after him and start 
ed in pursuit. He fired three more shots and 
was gaining on Shanahan when he tripped 
on the track and came down with an awful 
crash, dislocating his shoulder and receiving 
other injuries. Shauahan dashed onto #th 
street, where a cab was walting for him, and 
he jumped in and drove off. The theory of 
the escape is that Shanahan had a handcuff 
key furnished by confederates and managed 
to use it while going from the prison van to 
the raliroad platform. 


DEFAULTER TO THE AMOUNT OF $14,000. 

CIXCINNATI, O., June 6.—A morning paper 
contains a statement that Capt. W. B. Miller, 
late manager of the Detroit Gas Co., now 
missing, is a defauiter to the amount of 14, 
000, besides owing to its President, Thompson 
Dean of New York,a large sum of money. 
Milier was an employe of Dean’s years ago 
when Mr. Dean was a successful steamboat 
man of this city. Subsequently through 
Dean’s assistance, Miller built and ran the 
palatial Guiding Star, whose management 
resulted in Miller’s bankruptcy. After this, 
when Miller was penniless, Dean placed him 
in charge of the Detroit Co. and gave his son 
employment at the same place. It is now 
said that Mr. Dean refusesto prosecute the 
man who has betrayed his confidence be- 
cause he does not wish to add to the distress 
of Miller’s family. ¢

INDICTED FOR EMBERZLEMENT. 

TOLEDO, June 6.—The charge of embezzle- 
ment Police Clerk Wm.

American Sailors Take Possession of the 
ö Surrendered Ship. 


AN OVATION GIVEN HER CAPTAIN BY 
THE PEOPLE OF IQUIQUE, | 


Conference of Naval Commanders on the 
Flagship Baltimore—Why the Chilian 
Vessel Gave Up Her Cargo of Arms and 
Ammunition—She Will Be Taken Back 
to San Diego. 


IQvuiquE, June 6.—A prize crew from the 
United States steamer Oharleston went 
aboard the Etata yesterday and took formal 
possession of the long sought for craft. 
Capt. Mauseum, her Commander, is the hero 
of the hour and was given a rousing reception 
when he landed and reported his surrender 
tothe insurgent authorities. In the mean- 
time the United States Consul had been o. 
Clally notified that Admiral McCann could 
have possession of the late fugitive whenever 
he chose. He at once informed the Admiral 
of this fact and a boat's crew was sent aboard 
the Etata, with a request to the Captain to 
repair aboard the flagship Baltimore, This he 
did and had along talk with Admirals Me- 
Cann and Brown, Capt. Schley and Capt. 
Remy of the Charleston, who had previously 
been summoned totake part in the interview 
and hear what Capt. Mauseum had to say 
about the condition of his ship, his run from 
San Diego to Tocopilla and the manner in 
which he evaded the Charleston. 

As a result of the conference it was ar- 
ranged that a prize crew from the Charleston 
should go aboard the Etata the next morning 
and take formal possession of the ship. This 
programme was Carried out to the letter, and 
as soon as she can be gotinto shape she will 
start for San Diego under the convoy of the 
Charleston. 

Just what led the insurgents to surrender 
the shipand armsis not known definitely, 
but the general opinion is that Admiral 
McCann informed the authorities that unless 
the cargo, as well as the ship, were given up 
to him, he, in conformity with his instruc- 
tions from the Navy Department, would take 
action to get them. 


THE SURRENDERED SHIP. 


PROBABLY NO OFFENSE WARRANTING CONFIS- 
CATION OF THE VESSEL CAN BE PROVED. 

New York, June 6.—An Iquique dispatch 
gives the details of the surrender of the 
Etata and the insurgents’ side of the affair. 
The correspondent says: 

The Congressional Government asks me 
to send the following, with the request that 
it be published: The Etata arrived at Toco- 
pilla on June 3, and was instantly ordered to 
this port, where she anchored at Ii p. m. on 
the same day.

The Sheriff Restrained From Selling St. 
George's Church Society Shares. 


THE TROUBLE OVER A SITE TO BE 
BROUGHT OUTIN COURT. 


Judge Klein Requires That the Petition Be 
Amended so as to Include Mr. Branch 
and St. George's Church Society as 
Parties to the Suit Before Issuing the 


Restraining Order. 


Judge Klein rendered his decision in the St. 
George’s Church injunction proceeding this 
morning, in which Dr. Holland, pastor of St. 
George’s, and the wardens and vestrymen 
of the church are seeking to restrain the 
Sherif from selling the 263 shares in 
St. George's Society, held by 
Mr. Branch, under a judgment in favor of 
J. P. Boogher-and William C. Marshall, by 
granting a temporary injunction. It was 
10:30 o’clock before Judge Kleln appeared on 
the bench, and the court-room spectators 
became very anxious, knowing that the 
court was working on the case, . 

When the Judge had taken his seat and the 
Sheriff had formally opened court, Judge 
Kiein opened a written opinion which he held 
in his hand, but the reading of it was a dis- 
appointment. It was an opinion in the case 
of August Bollman against ex-Gity Marshal 
Neiser, wherein Bollman sues for damages for 
being assaulted by Neiser’s deputies. The 
court-room loungers were not interested in 
scrapping-matches just then and listened 
with impatience’ to the court while he an- 
nounced that he would grant anew trial in 
the case. Several other decisions were an- 
nounced, and then taking up the injunction 
petition in the St. George's Church matter 
the court said: 

JUDGE KLEIN’S OPINION. 

‘In the case of the rector, wardens and 
vestrymen of St. George’s Church against 
Patrick M. Staed, Sheriff, and others, where 
anapplication has been made tothe court 
fora temporary injunction, I do not con- 
sider that a temporary injunction ought to be 
granted in this case upon the bill as it stands. 
I think the bill discloses that a necessary 
party tothe suit is Mr. Joseph W. Branch. 
Neither do I think that the plaintiffs here can 
proceed in this case unless they 
bring him into court for the 
purpose of determining all the 
equities of the case according to the allega- 


‘Branch and Dr. 


tions of the bill. If that should be sustained 
upon the idea that this stock so-called 
is to be regarded as property, before the 
plaintiff? has any actual standing in 
court at all the plaintiff? must ask 
some relief against Mr. Branch 
to compel him to make this transfer of the 
stock. And I think also that the Society of 
St. George's Church is a necessary party 
to the suit. The bill, if it is so 
amended, would present. a case which, 
I think, would entitle the plaintiffs 
to equitable relief upon the idea that the 
plaintiffs here have no legal title to the stock 
to which they claim the equitable title, and 
ifthis stock represents property, as is evi- 
dently the contention of the defendants, then 
comes the question which cannot be 
determined in this preliminary hearing 
whether the contract which is set forth in 
this billas having been made between Mr. 
Holland is a contract 
that can be enforced in equity or not. 
If the contract can be enforced in 
equity, then the case would stand like a com- 
plainant coming into court having equitable 
title to real estate and seeking to protect 
that equitable title thus sought 
to be interfered with by other 
parties. But in oder to grant any relief 
at all [ think it is proper and necessary 
thatall the parties who are interested ac- 


cording to the face of the bill should 
be before the court, and if 
you will ‘amend your bill (addressing 
Attorney Cunningham, who was in court) 
so as to make Joseph W. Branch and the 
St. George’s Church ‘Society parties defena- 
ant in this case and ask relief against thes 
as well as against the particular defendants 
whom you seek to enjoin, Iwill grant a tem- 
porary injunction upon the giving of a bond 
in the sum of 99,000.“ 
CERTIFICATE FOUND. 

Mr. Cunningham here stated to the court 
that since the bringing of the injunction pro- 
ceedings the missing certificate of the Branch 
stock has been found and is now in 
the possession of Dr. Holland, indorsed by 
Mr. Branch. The reason, he stated, 
that the officers of St. George's Church So- 
ciety had not taken any action in the matter, 
was because of the levy. The question arose 
on the title at the time ofthe levy. So tar as 
Mr. Branch has power the plaintiffs have his 
full authority. 

Judge Klein reiterated his opinion that Mr. 
Branch was a party to the suit, and stated if 
any relief was to be obtatned by the plaintiffs 
it would be by compelling all the parties to 
the affair to come into court. Mr. Cunningham 
then stated he would comply with the wishes 
of the court. 

lou may amend your bil,“ said Judge 
Klein, making Mr. Branch and St. George's 
Church Society parties to the suit, and add a 
prayer for general relief. 

SEEKING BOND. 

Attorney Cunningham amended his peti- 
tion in the court room by adding the names 
of Joseph W. Branch and the title of St. 
George’s Church Society to the injunction 
petition as co-defendants with Sheriff Patrick 
M. Staed, Davis R. Boogher, J. P. Boogher 
and Wm. C. Marshall, and filed the paper 
with the Clerk of the court. The attorney 
then called the Court’s attention to the 
amount of the bond, $9,000, which he evi- 
dently thought toolarge. He referred to the 
fact that the amount of the judgment sought 
to be collected was only $4,500. Judge Klein 
said he knew that and fixed the bond double 
the amount. This coucluded the matter for 
the time being and Mr. Cunningham departed 
to procure bondsmen.

An Inventory of Logan D. Dameron’s

While Lam disposed to believe that the 
defendant is guilty of this assault, there is 
not sufficient evidence to establish the intent. 
However, there has incidentally been given 
evidence which clearly shows that the boy’s 
father is guilty ofa much more serious of- 
fense, and, while I do not wish to be placed 
in the light of dictating to the Prosecuting 
Attorney or his assistant, I think some ac- 
tion should be taken in this matter. 

The investigation which was then com- 
menced by Special Officers Gocking and Bam- 
brick of the Fourth District resulted in the 
application for a warrant against John Me- 
Namara to-day. David Adams, the father of 
the girl Josephine, upon whom the alleged 
assault was attempted is a blind negro living 
at 1529% North Eighth street. He was seen, 
and stated that about a week ago he received 
a message saying that some person wanted to 
see him at a neighboring grocery. He went to 
the designated place and met John McNamara 
who, itis said, first offered him 51.50 ff he 
would keep the girl away from court when 
the case against his son was next called. The 
old man refused this proposition. McNa- 
mara, it is alleged, next offered to give him 
$15 and to pay the costs of the court 
if he would drop the prosecution 
Davis consented to the arrangement, and 
says the money was paid to him at that time. 
In order to keep his part of thea ment 
he told his wife and daughter that they 
should not go to court when the McNamara 
case wascalled. The attachments sent out, 
however, secured the attendance of the wit- 
nesses.and the expose of the scheme. 

McNamara was arrested and is now held to 
await the action of Mr. Estep.

A NEW FREIGHT ROUTE. 

A Boston paper traces the recent cut in 
transportation rates between St. Louis and 
New England via Newport News and be- 
tween Kansas City and New England via 
Savannah to new combinations by which 
GovuLD, InMAN and others have obtained 
control of Southern railway systems, 
which they are now using as competitors 
of the trunk lines in Bast and West traffic, 
The Boston view of the matter is that this 
new route shortens the railway haul some 
five hundred miles without lengthening 
the time en route more than a week or 60 
and puts Boston more on a level with New 
York in the handling of Western trade. 

As the cheapening element in this new 
route is the water transportation, the sav- 
ing of 500 miles by rail, it seems to us, 
promises more to the West and South than 
to either New York or Boston. If the 
trunk lines can meet the cut, those cities 
will of course still control the trade, and 
the West will get the benefit of the cheaper 
transportation. If other routes cannot 
compete and the result is a total or very 
large diversion of East and West freight to 
the Southern routes, not only will the 
Westf be benefited by the cheaper trans- 
portation, but the Southern lines and sea- 
ports will be built up by a very large in- 
crease of business. 

But if Baltimore can ship direct to Eu- 
rope soasto draw a large export trade 
away fromthe more Eastern cities, why 
may not cargoes go direct from Europe to 
Newport News and Savannah, without pay- 
ing tribute to the coasting lines and being 
taxed for trans-shipment at New York or 
Boston? The new route that can save the 
cost of hauling 500 miles by rail may make 
another saving on through rates from the 
West to Liverpool by steering clear of the 
Eastern ports. New York’s big ocean 
lines will of course join in the cut on 
through rates, but plenty of freight will 
bring plenty of ‘‘ocean tramps’’ to New- 
port News and Savannah and we do not 
see why a new route cutting off 500 miles 
of railway transportation may not dis- 
count any through rate the route by New 
York can stand—especially in winter 
when inland transportation by lake and 
canal to New York is out of the question.

THE Governor of Michigan has been 
criticised by Republican newspapers be- 
cause he vetoed the bill appropriating $30,- 
000 for the entertainment of the Grand 
Army encampment at Detroit. It may be 
the view in some Republican quarters that 
the people’s representatives have a right to 
squander the people’s money for entertain- 
inent, but this view is contrary to the 
principles of sound government, and if it 
prevailed it would open the gates to un- 
limited extravagance and. dishonesty.

CATHOLIC MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE 
REFUSE TO ATTEND. 


The Fact That the Ceremony Was Under 
the Auspices of the Masons the Cause 
—Michael McEnnis, John Scullin, Fea- 
tus J. Wade and F. F. Connor Absent 
Themselves. 


The corner stone of the new Oity Hall was 
laid to-day with appropriate ceremonies, the 
most remarkable feature of which was the 
absence from the scene of the four Catholic 
members of the General Committee, the ab- 
sence also of all prominent representatives of 
the Catholic element in St. Louis, the further 
absence of representatives of the Luth- 
eran Churches, and the generally notice- 
able absence of nearly all elements 
common to public demonstrations save the 
Masonic bodies having complete charge of 
the affair, and the municipal officers present 
asa matter of course. 

Back ofthe peculiar feature of what was 
intended to be a public ceremony there is 
the fact that a fierce ight has been in prog- 
ress within the ranks of the General Commit- 
tee of the City Hall corner-stone ceremonies, 
the fight being directed against the strong 
atmosphere of a Masonic celebration that has 
been given to the affair. It has already 
gone through several phases of most 
forcible verbal protest at committee meet- 
ings, the opening of some emphatic corre- 
spondence on the subject, and to-day’s 
marked erisis of the intentional absence of 
the four Catholic members of the committee. 

A STRONG PROTEST. 

The object of the protest has been to make 
the event either a public celebration in 
reality, orto leave it a distinctly Masonic 
function, and the protesting Catholic com- 
mitteemen now claim that the corner-stone 
of the city hall of a great city was laid more 
asan event distinctly Masonic in nature than 
as one in which the entire public, regardless 
of religious or political lines, should have 
participated. 

The four committeemen in question, 
Messrs. Michael McEnnis, John Scullin, P. P. 
Connon and Festus J. Wade, are not back- 
ward in expressing their sentiments on the 
subject. Chairman Marcus Bernheimer of 
the General Committee, also president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, hasin his possession 
a letter from Mr. McEnnis protesting against 
the ceremonies being turned over to the 
Masonic order. Since writing that 
letter, which was notanswered by Chair- 
man Bernheimer, Mr. McEnnis has 
refrained from attending any of the commit- 
tee meetings, and to-day purposely remained 
away from the scene of the ceremonies to 
emphasize his disapproval of their Masonic 
nature. 

MICHAEL M’ENNIS’ LETTER, 

The letter written by Mr. McEnnis pointed 
out to Mr. Bornheimer the fact that with the 
Masons in charge ofthe affair there were a 
great many bodies, societies and orders that 
would thereby be restrained from taking 
part. In view of that fact Mr. McEnnis sug- 
gested that as a matter of courtesy and of 
deference to public opinion, the Masons 
should decline the invitation to conduct the 
ceremonies of the corner- stone laying. 
Whether or not the suggestion was ever laid 
before the Masonic representatives he does 
not know, and he claims that the only course 
open to him to-day was to absent himself 
from what he calls a Masonic celebra- 
tion.’’ 

Festus J. Wade was also equally pro- 
nounced in his opiniong at committee meet- 
ing, and is on record as strongly condemning 
the action of the majority of the General 
Committee in inviting the Masonic order to 
take charge of the affair. , 

It is said by the protesting committeeman 
that the reason why other societies and or- 
ders were not invited to participate was 
because the committee was hotified that they 
would not do so with the Masons given the 
actual control of the laying Of the corner- 
stone under the Masonic ritual. 

Information of this revolt in the committee 
became the subject of general comment, and 
Mr. McEnnis was seen this morning by a 
PostT-DIsPATCH reporter relative to the atti- 
tude of the four Catholic members. 

: SOME EMPHATIC EXPRESSIONS. 

„„I will not attend the ceremonies,’’ said 
he, ‘‘because they are almost strictly 
masonic in character, and I cannot con- 
scientiously do so. Ever since the invitation 
was extended tothe Masons early in May we 
have protested against such action, but to no 
avall. It is not because of our antagonism to 
the Masonic order, but because we believe 
the event should be without any pronounced 
religious or political aspect. It is a 
public event, not Democratic or Republican, 
Catholic or Protestant, Masonic or Odd-fel- 
I have not attended any of the commit- 
tee meetings since the affair was surrendered 
to the Masons, and you will find not only all 
prominent Catholics, but representatives of 
many other denominations and of many or- 
ders, absent from to-day’s ceremonies for the 
same reason.“ 

Mr. P. P. Oonnor warmly seconded Mr. 
McEnnnis’ views. The affair is now so 
strictly Masonic in nature,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
even upon the corner-stone there will be 
graven the name of the Masonic officer who 
conducts the ceremony. It has been robbed 
of its nature of a public event and made in- 
stead a Maspnic celebration.’’ 

President Bernheimer would not discuss 
the trouble when seen. He was asked fora 
copy of Mr. McEnnis’ protest, but referred 
the reporter to Mr. McEnnis himself, and 
then hurried away from a further discussion 
of the subject. Messrs. John Scullin and 
Festus J. Wade could not be seen, but Mr. 
McEnnis stated they were equally pronounced 
in condemning the committee’s course. 

THE CORNER STONE LAID. 

The corner stone was laid about 2:90 
o’clock under the auspices of the Masons. 
The Grand Lodge of the State and all of the 
subordinate lodges of the city were repre- 
sented, having marched in a body from 
Masonic . Hall. The procession was

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STORY OF A LEGACY. 
Inquiry After an Old Judgment Leads) 
to Interesting Developments.

BUT CANNOT COLLECT. 


Strange Complications Arising From a 
Legacy Left an Adopted Child by a 
Wealthy St, Louis Furniture Dealer 
Mrs. Meyer Makes a Discovery in the 
Probate Clerk’s Office. 


Two ladies called at the office of the Circuit 
Olerk in the Court-house, between 8 and 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, to make in- 
quiries concerning the settlement of an 
estate and related a remarkable story. 
The estate about which they were 
inquiring was that of John Koppelman, a 
wealthy furniture manufacturer of North St. 
Louls, who died about seventeen years ago, 
The ladies gave their names as Mrs. Justine 
Meyerand daughter, Miss Anna Meyer, of 
8955 St. Ferdinand street. They wanted to 
ascertain if there was any interest in the 
Koppelman estate coming to August 


Jachke. 
THE sTORY. 

Mrs. Meyer then related the following story: 
The young man, whois now 2 years old, had 
been her foster child and an heir to the Kop- 
pelmann estate. She had raised him since he 
was 6 weeks old, until he was in his 9th 
year, when he was taken from her by his 
father. The child’s mother died when he 
was 6 weeks old, Mrs. Meyer had lost 
a baby daughter and took the infant. 
There were three other children in the 
Jachke family. Agirinamed Johanna was 
adopted by Mr. Koppelman. The father, 
Robert Jachke, took the two older 
children and went to Kansas. When 
leaving he told Mrs. Meyer that if he 
did not return in a year the child August was 
hers. There were no adoption papers taken 
out, however. This was the last she saw or 
heard of the father for over eight years and 
believed him dead. Meantime she had 
grown to love the cha as though he were 
her own. 

When the little August was in his ninth 
year the father suddenly appeared one day 
and demanded his son. Mrs. Meyer refused 
to givehim up. The father applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus and secured posses- 
sion of the boy and placed him in charge o 
August Schmertmann, an uncle of the child. 

BECOMES AN HEIR. 

John Koppelman had died meantime and 
having no children willed $40,000, Mrs. Meyer 
had heard, to Johanna Jachke. Before the 
father, Robert Jachke, made his appearance 
the little girl Johanna also died. Her share 
reverted to her heirs, which were her father 
and brothers. 

Before the legal steps had been taken to 
secure possession of the boy August from 
Mrs. Meyer, Schmertmann had offered her 
$25 to give up the child, which the refused. 
After the habeas corpus proceedings the 
father of the boy said he would give her 
the $1,000 out of his share in his daughter’s 
estate for caring for the child, but Mrs. 
Meyer ascertained that he had disposed 
of his interest before he came 
to St. Louis. It was then agreed that Jachke 
pay Mrs. Meyer $150. He was then inthe 
jewelry business in Kansas City. Mrs. Meyer 
deposited the instrument given herin bank 
for collection, but the bank returned the pa- 
per, stating it could not be collected in Kan- 
sas City. 

SUES THE BOY. 

Mrs. Meyer then, on the advice of 

friends, entered

years she had . D. Sew 
ard of 619 Ohestnut was the attorney 
who conducted the suit for her. 

The attorney informed Mrs. Meyer later 
that he had secured a judgment which, with 
interest from the timethe boy was taken 
from her, amounted to $1,900. This was thir- 

teen years ago. The money was never paid 
Mrs. Meyer however. 

The time passed until nearly ten years had 
elapsed, and still Mrs. Meyer had not re- 
ceived any money. She went to 
Judge G. W. Lubke and made 
inquiries. Judge Lubke had acted 
as attorney for Jachke, the father of the boy 
in the habeas corpus proceeding. Judge 
Gottschalk was Circuit Judge at the time. 
Judge Labke told Mrs. Meyer that the Kop- 
pelman estate was wound up long ago. This 
was last January two years ago. 

INVESTIGATING THE CASE. 

Mrs. Meyer went to the Clerk of the Probate 
Gourt who informed her that the Koppelmann 
estate had been administered upo@ fifteen 
years before. She then went toa member of 
the Koppelmann family, who is in business in 
this city, whotold her thatthe young man 
had drawn $1,700 when he came of age two 
years before. The gentleman had seen the 
money paid over to him. 

MONEY TRANSFERRED,

up the case and ascertained that August 
Jachke had filed a deed of assign- 
ment of his remaining thterest in 
the Koppelmann estate, transfer- 
ing his claim to Frederick Haus- 
ner. The amount of the interest as set 
forth in the instrument is $562. Miss Meyer 
said Hausner is a barber on Cass avenue; 1222, 
she thought, was the number. 

Mrs. Meyer and her daughter were very m- 
dignant when they were informed that there 
was nothing left to satisfy their supposed 
claim, which now would amount with inter- 
est to over $3,000. August, she said, was at 
her house last Sunday but said nothing about 
transferring his interest.

Kicker 
was dismissed for tntoxication ,and the board 
is a unit in opposition to his reinstatement, 

Speaking of the Council’s action to-day, 
Councilman Bensiek said: ‘*‘The Council did 
just what was right in referring the bill back 
to the Committe on Police. We have 
the bill and wil) in al probability 
report it next Tuesday night. So far as 
Kicker is concerned, I am still of the 
opinion that he was unjustly dismissed from 
the force, and I felt offended last night when 
Councilman Anderson dragged him into the 
debate. Mr. Anderson will learn before 
long that@he cannot act that way in 
the Council He may do and say 
what he pleases in the grain pit, but inthe 
Council he must not forget himself. 

TIRED OF TRIFLING. 

Councilman Anderson has become very 
tired of Bensiek and Kicker, and said 
so in an emphatic manner in the 
Council last evening, when he tried 
to have the police bill taken away 
from Bensiek’s committee entirely. He said 
to-day that the Council made a mistake in 
taking the bill away from Bensiek’s com- 
mittee and sending it back again. ‘'I 
thought it was high time to puta stopto 
such trifling with an important public affair, 
and I was in favor of anything to get it out 
of the hands of that committee. ’’ 

The members who voted to send the bil 
back to Bensiek’s committee explain that 
they did so because the Council could not 
consider the bill in the shape the chairman 
of the Police Committee had it when it was 
submitted. Insteadof making a report he 
simply handed in the bili just 
as it was when it was referred 
to the committee. If Mr, Bensick 
does not report it Tuesday evening an effort 
will probably be made to reorganize the 
Police Committee by removing Bensiek and 
electing janother Chairman.

It is certainly a reasonable view and one 
justified by the language employed that the 
constitutional inhibition, like the statutory, 
was aimed at railroad corporations which 
might at any time own, operate, manage 
or secure right to run trains 
over roads located in this State, and that the 
purpose was to prevent such a corporation 
from purchasing, leasing or controlling 
another road of the State that 
to or that competed with the 
operated or managed. 

Such an inhibition would certainly preserve 
the independence and secure competition 
between rival lines of railroads crossing the 
State in all directions and connecting im- 
portant commercial cente thin the State, 
and it may fairly be urged that this was the 
purpose had in view by those who formed the 
present constitution. 

THE INTENT OF THE LAW. 

On the other hand, it may well be doubted 
Whether the constitutional prohibition in 
question was intended to have the effect to 
prevent a great railroad system like the 
Atchison, oceupymg as it does an extensive 
area of country to the westward of 
this State, from obtaining access 
to St. Louis by purchase of, or Dy con- 
solidation with one of the four ‘or five trunk 
lines crossing the State from East to West— 
merely because the road so purchased 
touches some points in Kansas which the 
Atchison system also reaches. The preserva- 
tion of reasonable rates was the great object 
in view, and as the proof in this case abund- 
antiy shows, the acquisition by the Atchison 
company of the Frisco stock has had no 
effect upon rates in this State and those 
points in Kansas which are reached by the 
Frisco; and it must be apparent to anyone 
familiar with the railroad situation in this 
State and Kansas, that it cannot have any 
tendency ‘mn the future to increase such 
rates. 

In what Ihave just said on the point now 
under question, I would not be understood as 
deciding definitely that the prohibitions con- 
tained in the constitution and in the 
Statute are in all respects identical. 
It 18 unnecessary to decide that 
question at this stage of the case. I do not 
mean to say, however, that complainants 
have not succeeded in showing to my satis- 
faction that sec. 17 of art. 12 is any more 
comprehensive than the statute (sec. 2569), 
or that the Legislature has misconcelved or 
misconstrued the Constitution. 

THE INJUNCTION DENIED. 

From the views that I have thus outlined 
it follows that I must decline to grant 
the injunction, because the purchase of 
the stock was not in my judgment 
in contravention ofthe statute and because 
it is by no means certain that such purchase 
was prohibited by the donstitution. In a 
case Of this character it can hardly be ex 
pected that the court will allow an injunction, 
thereby jeopardizing great interests, upon a 
construction of the constitution that is cer- 
tainly doubtful, and that at the same time 
is contrary to the construction that has been 
adopted by the General Assémbly of this State. 

The motion for an injunction is accordingly 
overruled. 

A VICTORY FOR THE PEOFLE. 

When the decision had been read, Mr. Ed 
Kenna, attorney for the Frisco in this State, 
and Mr. Geo. Peck, general attorney 
for the Atchison system. were over 
whelmed with congratulations and sin 
cere praises. Mr. Kenna, in speaking 
of the decision said the Frisco would now 
proceed with its meetings and te considera- 
tion of the new financial plan. Meetings 
have been called for next Monday and Tues 
day. 
It is a great victory for the people of this 
city. With the new arrangersents about to 
be made the business men © St. Louis will 
have through and rapid connections to the 
Pacific coast and all the potnts on the two 
immense systems of the Atchison and Frisco. 
This may be considered a victory for tbe 
people as well as for us. 

Mr. Hitchcock would say nothing of his 
future plans in behalf of bw clients, except 
to state that the decision only diposed of the 
application for a prelim‘nary injunction, 
from which it may be inferred that there are 
other and very important points to be decided 
as the plan of reorgatization proceeds.

William H. Sharpe Missing and Said to 
Be an Embezzler. 


ANOTHER TRUSTED BOOK-KEEPER AND 
COLLECTOR SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


George Rodgers, a Supposed Burglar, 
Captured by the Police— Why John 
Maloney Didn’t Appear to Prosecute 
Wm. Warren—Burglars on North Third 
Street—Local Crime. 


Arepresentative of the feather factory of 
F. E. Little & Co., 701 North Main street, 
called at the Four Courts this morning and 
reported the flight of their book-keeper and 
collector, William H. Sharpe. An examina- 
tion of the missing man’s accounts showed 
him to be an embezzler. 

A little more than six years ago Sharpe en- 
tered the employ of F. E. Little & Co., having 
previously been in the service of W. 8. 
McMann & Co., 403 Walnut street, Kansas City. 
He was placed in charge of the firm’s ac- 
counts and was trusted implicitly in the mat- 
ter of collections. Three days ago he disap- 
peared without a word of warning. Yester- 
day anexamination of his books was com- 
menced, and ‘evidences of his shortcomings 
were soon apparent, As yet no estimate of 
the amount of the embezzlement can be 
made. Thus far a total of over $300 has been 
discovered. 

Sharpe is a single man 33 years old, and was 
raised in Shreveport, La., which city he left 
more than five years ago. He is 5 feet 9 
inches tall and weighs about 185 pounds. His 
eyes are blue and his hair and mustache 
dark. He has relatives and friends in Shreve- 
port, La., Kansas City, Mo., Portland, Ore., 
Seattle, Wash., Chicago, III., and Denver, 
Colo., to any of which points he may have 
gone. Descriptive circulars will be sent out 
at once by the Police Department. 


Carried off Children and Furniture. 

Aloys Stiegers was inthe office of Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Estep, at the Four 
Courts, this morning witha peculiar plaint. 
Stiegers is a laborer and lives at 225 Douchou- 
quette street. It appears that when he was 
married, about twelve years ago, his 
brother-in-law Florence Will purchased a 
set of furniture, presenting it to him asa 
wedding gift. Nine months ago Mrs. Stiegers 
died, and since that time Mrs. Will has been 
keeping house for hei son-in-law. As 
goes the time-worn tale, the two 
could never agree, and quarrels were 
of frequent occurrence. Thursday evening 
they disputed with more than usual bitter- 
ness. Last evening when Stiegers went home 
from work it was to find that in his absence 
the house had been stripped of its effects, 
every article of furniture being carried away 
with the exceptiön ofa dilapidated lounge. 
The four older children were also gone, the 
two younger ones being permitted to remain. 
From some of the neighbors Stiegers learned 
that the brother-in-law, Florence Will, had 
gone to the house with a furniture cart early 
in the day and superintended the removal of 
the effects. Stiegers spent the day 
m the endeavor to locate his  chil- 
dren and the furniture, but met 
with no success. Will lives at 2911 California 
avenue, but nothing was to be found on his 
premises. Mr. Estep was not satisfied with 
regard to the ownership of the property and, 
without further evidence on this point, re- 
fused to issue a warrant charging WIll with 
grand larceny. There was no evidence 
whatever as to the abduction orforcible de- 
tention of the four children. Stiegers will 
probably replevin the furniture as soon ag he 
is able to locate the repository where it has 
been stored. The property is valued at $250 
or $300, a number of articles having been pur- 
chased by Stiegers since the presentation. 


Maloney Overslept Hftnself. 


John Maloney swore out a warrant this 
morning charging William Warren with as- 
sault with intent to kill. About 4 o’clock on 
last Thursday afternoon the men met at the 
corner of Eighth and Chestnut streets. War- 
ren drewa revolver and fired two shots at 
Maloney, neither of the shots, however, tak- 
ing effect.

DUNCAN COMMITTED. 


He Must Answer to the Charge of At- 
tempting to Kill His Wife. 

Lonpon, June6.—At Oarnarvon yesterday 
Richard Coleridge Duncan was committed 
for trial for the attempted murder of his 
wife. Duncan is the son of an Episcopal 
minister at Earlville, Chester County, Md., 
and went to North Wales ona pleasure tour 
with his wife, whom he ran away with 
against her parents’ wishes, Duncan had 
about $50,000 when he went on the tour, which 
brought him to England, and having spent it 
all was despondent.

As soon as 
Duncan saw Evans he told him to run fora 
doctor, that his wife had fallen down the 
rocks. The rock he had in his hand was cov- 
ered with blood and hair. Later Duncan 
told the attending physician he injured his 
wife and was sorry for it and said farther 
that he had taken a boat intending to drown 
himself and wife, but did not have the heart 
to doit. Friends in the United States are 
furnishing funds to defend him.

There have 
also been a number of horses scratched 
in the other events. Michael sold in the 
auction pools last night at $125 to $25 for Bal- 
gowan and $15 each for Col. Wheatley and 
Chimes. He will therefore probably be 
about a 1 to8 on favorite in the bonks this 
afternoon. There will probably not be more 
than twelve or thirteen bookmakers on the 
track this afternoon, but they will be here in 
numbers Monday.

Now it is Hankins et al. vs. Corrigan, and the 
best legal talent in Chicago says Hankins and 
his association will come out ahead with 
hands down. 

The fact that the Hankins brothers, John 
Condon and M. C. McDonald, backed by 
Western and Eastern capital, have formeda 
strong syndicate and intend re-opening the 
old West Fortieth street track, is well known. 

The enemies ofthe new project have hunted 
up an old law which gives the Park Commis- 
sioners power to abate horse racing, gam- 
bling, or offensive or dangerous amusements 
within forty feet ofthe boulevards or West 
Side parks. 

The attention of the Park Commissioners 
was called to this statute, and the Commis- 
sioners have decided to exercise their sup- 
posed power. 

Mayor Washburne was informed of the 
state of affairs and posted on the law, so 
that when the new association asks for a 
racing license he way know how to act. 

Petitions from the property-owners are be- 
ing circulated among the residents of that 
part of the city. All this is playing into 
Corrigan’s hands, and he himself is working 
night and day to defeat the new project. 

But Hankins et al. anticipated the snag, 
and before taking a lease of the driving park 
consulted the best talent on the legal aspect 
ofthe subject. The result was favorable to 
the plans ofthe association, and the lease 
was signed. 

In the meantime the work at the new course 
is progressing rapidiy. In less than fifty 
days the ground willbe open for turfmen. 
Engagements for horses are belng made. 
The Dwyer Brothers of Brooklyn, will have 
stabies in the park and will run their horses 
on the track. The plans forthe new grand 
stand are complete, and everything is going 
along as though there were no West Park 
Board. 

The legal point on which the backers of the 
enterprise base their confidence is that the 
law is unconstitutional.

For two hours 
the attendants wrestled with the maniac, 
watching him every moment for fear ofthe 
successful termination of one of his attempts 
at self-destruction. At 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing the man was as violent as ever. Officer 
O’ Hara then sent foran ambulance, and the 
patient was removed to the City Hospitai for 
treatment. Lester is a German, about 88 
years old. He has been boarding with Mr. 
Candle for the past eight or nine months, and 
on no other occasion showed any evidences of 
insanity. He has been employed for several 
months in a down-town box-factory. 80 far 
as known he has no relatives in St. Louis. 
None of his acquaintances can tell anything 
of his history.
